F ty Feet, nearer to Low-Water-Mark than now. By which

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Means at leaſt one fixth Part of the propoſe Expence in building 
the intended Bridge will be ſaved. 


2. Tur a Street ſhall be built upon the Ground fo gained by 
imbanking the River farther in; which Street ſhall extend from 
Trig-ftairs to White F ryar-ſtairs, which may be called New Thames- 

fireet. Hereupon ſhall be built a Row of Wharfs, Houſes and 
«+ Warehouſes, particularly adapted to the Uſe of Coal-merchants, 
Wood-mongers, Timber-merchants and Stone-cutters. This will 
greatly improve the City- Eſtate, and not in the leaſt hurt or damage 
the Navigation of the River. Such an Imbankation was made about 
the Time of the Conqueſt, when the Scite of the preſent Thames- 
fireet was taken out of the Thames, from the Tower to Puddle-doch. 


From whence no MI: to the Navigation of the River has 
ſince ariſen. 


3. Tua the firſt Stone of che intended new Bridge ſhall be laid

To all which Mr. WaisTox will retort, and ſay, That it is very 
unlikely many of the Annuitants will live to the Age of Eighty. 

But let it be ſuppoſed, as 1s very likely, that as 
the Subſcriber may chooſe his Annuitant or Annuitants of what Age 
he pleaſes, and as the Subſcribers will be led to chooſe them of the 
Youngeſt and moſt Healthy, that each Annuitant one with another 


will live at leaſt Thirty Years. This being allowed, the Sum of
